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Examine Your White Privilege 


THE JAN. 6 INSURRECTION CALLS ATTENTION TO THE NEED TO EXAMINE 
UNCONSCIOUS PARTICIPATION IN SYSTEMATIC RACISM 


ear White People: 

We all witnessed the uncorked anger of white people feeling 
robbed of their privilege. 

White privilege, for white people, is hard to digest. For this small 
piece | will put inatemporary reprieve 
on privilege, and it does help my point. 
Yes, everyone has some sort of privilege 

— whether it’s class privilege or gender privilege, part 
of the dominant religion privilege. 

Privilege itself isn’t really the issue. It is when we feel 
entitled to our privilege, and how we abuse our privilege. 
It’s when we believe we deserve our privilege and others 
don’t that it is the issue. 

White supremacy and white privilege go hand in hand, 
but they are not the same. It's complicated, and it's 
simple; either way, it is factual. We witnessed an attempt 
to invoke fear through ideals of white supremacy. That 
national display on Jan. 6 was able to happen so openly 
and freely due to white privilege. 

White people who say they are not racist, let me 
remind you: 

It is not enough to be mad at white supremacist, racist. You MUST LOVE and HOLD 
RESPECT for Black people, Indigenous people, Indian people, Muslim people, Jewish 
people, Latinx people, LGBTQ+ people, gender fluid people, nonbinary people, disabled 
people. You hopefully get where I’m going. Whether you know any or not, hold dear 
THEIR wellness on their terms 

Embracing, loving, respecting, and holding dear marginalized communities requires 
a truly honest reflection of your own relationship to white supremacy. 

It is understandable if you’re not good at speaking the right words on difficult 
subject matters, or don’t know what to say to your racist uncle when he sideswipes 
you with a racist comment, or your boss has a confederate flag at his desk that makes

you uncomfortable. It is understandable, but you are not off the hook. Not knowing 
any Black people people, or queer people or Muslim people is also not an excuse for 
bypassing “the work” to create a reality that matches a “we the people” rhetoric. 

It is also not enough to focus on love and light, and hope something miraculous 
occurs and everything goes “back to normal.” There 
needs to bea path to healing and closing the dissonance 
evident between the rhetoric of equity and the reality of 
society as a whole. 

It is a time for self exploration to your anger, to your 
privilege, to your understanding of systematic racism and 
what it has to do with you, the very person who believes 
they are not racist. There is a direct connection. 

It is important to talk to each other. Please know it 
is on you to do so: at work, at school, at church, at home 
with your racist uncle — while knowing that not everyone 
is equipped to teach or to bring compassion to the table 
when there’s nothing but defensiveness being served. If 
you can’t, it is essential you commit to uplift the voices 
of people who do know what to say, step aside and learn 
as well. No one is excused from the work. 

Please understand that if you have racism or aracist in 
your family, it is likely historic and foundational. There is built up anger that is screaming 
fear of something irrational. It is assisted by the lies of white supremacy throughout 
our education system, health care, sciences, etc. If you’ve tried and your approach isn’t 
working, with the advice of spiritualist Jessica Lanyadoo, “recalibrate your position 
and hold boundaries” around your investment to create an anti-racist society. 

This country is racist. Performative allyship is dangerous. The reckoning is within 
white people’s privilege, white supremacy and your personal, even if unintentional, 
relationship to it. =

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etty Taylor Has Left 
the Building 


OR SHE WOULD HAVE, IF EUGENE STILL HAD A CITY HALL 


or the better part of 24 years, Betty Taylor 
spent every other Monday night at Eugene 
City Council meetings. Whether they were 
held at the former Eugene City Hall, Lane 
County’s Harris Hall or virtually on Zoom, 
Taylor was there. 

Now 95 years old, Taylor chose to step 
down and not seek re-election in 2020. Newer Ward 2 resi- 
dent Matt Keating was elected to take over the position, 
and was not endorsed by Taylor. He was sworn into office 
in early January. Reflecting on her six-term City Council 
career — the longest one in Eugene history — Taylor says 
there were good moments and accomplishments, but also 
issues the council still needs to work on. 

She spent much of her time on council as a liberal voice, 
sometimes standing alone on issues such as objecting to 
tax breaks on wealthier developers, but in the past year 
sided multiple times with Eugene’s more conservative 
councilor, Mike Clark on issues such as multi-unit hous- 
ing laws. 

Before politics called, Taylor was an English teacher, 
earning her doctorate in English from the University of 
Oregon. She moved to Eugene in 1979 and bought her 
house in south Eugene several years later. Taylor ran for 
council in 1996 after Barbara Keller decided not to seek 
re-election. 

Taylor picked up the petitions needed to become a 
candidate and thought about it, ultimately deciding to 
throw her name into the hat in the hope that she could 
change things. 

“T decided I would speak up for the people who don’t 
have a public voice,” Taylor says. She never had any 
ambitions or desire to run for other political offices, local 
or otherwise. Over her years of running she was often 
endorsed by fellow city councilors, former Mayor Kitty 
Piercy and former Oregon 4th District Congressman 
Jim Weaver. 

Taylor says she was consistently against tearing down 
parts of the city. In 2007 she teamed up with citizens 
to advocate against measure 20-134, which would have 
increased the debt for Downtown Urban Renewal Plan, 
allowing for corporate retail space downtown. In 2016 
Taylor voted alongside then-Councilor George Brown 
against selling Kesey Square, at the time “officially” named 
Broadway Plaza. 

“There has been too much destruction in this city 
anyway,” Taylor says. “We have a teardown society.” 

Taylor was also against the 2014 teardown of City Hall, 
which has still not been rebuilt. She says when she was in 
her late 80s then-Eugene City Manager Jon Ruiz promised 
her that they would have a City Hall by the time she was 90. 

A few years later, Taylor told Ruiz that she wasn’t 90 
yet. The former city manager was confused, reminding 
her that they had celebrated her 90th birthday recently. 

“T told him ‘Well we don’t have a City Hall,” Taylor says, 
adding that she believes more in repairing and reusing 
instead of tearing down.

Another notable action from Taylor’s City Council 
career is her work in helping save the Amazon Creek 
Headwaters. The council voted in 2014 to purchase two 
plots of land containing main branches of Amazon head- 
waters in south Eugene and add them to the Ridgeline 
Trail System. The total acquisition was 26 acres. 

Taylor says protecting neighborhoods was a big 
priority. She advocated for more regulation of short- 
term rentals over the last few years, because she says 
they have destroyed the availability of moderate priced 
houses in the community. Taylor isn’t opposed to short- 
term rentals, she says, but thinks they at least need to 
be owner occupied. 

The council passed an ordinance in 2020 that required 
short-term rental owners to register their rentals. Taylor 
says that the action was pointless and she was the lone 
vote against it, because “It didn’t matter anymore.” 

“I even got an email from a man who lives in Paris 
and owns a house in my ward,” she says. “It destroys 
neighborhoods, too.” 

Taylor has also opposed Oregon HB 2001, which re- 
quires every Oregon city of more than 10,000 residents to 
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allow multi-unit housing in any residential neighborhood 
within the urban growth boundary. 

The bill usurps cities’ rights and destroys zoning, she 
says. Clark agreed with Taylor on the subject. She says 
Clark knows people who plan to buy up housing so they 
can tear it down and build more condensed units. 

“The state should be establishing homeless shelters,” 
Taylor says. “People move around but the land doesn’t.” 
She adds that there needs to be a shelter downtown, 
explaining that if people hada place to sleep and keep their 
stuff, it would make it easier for them to access services. 

Taylor says there are still several issues she wants to 
see the new City Council address. 

“Thope for some really strong actions to combat climate 
change,” Taylor says. “And I hope that we will persuade 
the state to pay for homeless shelters, and I also would 
like to see the city become more walkable.” 

Because of the pandemic, Taylor says she can’t make 
many plans for her retirement, though she does hope to 
travel to the coast and make more train trips. Now that 
she doesn’t have Monday night City Council meetings, 
she has the time. =

STAFFERS FOR PETER DEFAZIO WORKED DOOR TO DOOR IN GEORGIA 
TO HELP DEMOCRATS WIN BACK THE U.S. SENATE 


t had been a long few days walking 
through the neighborhoods of Sa- 
vannah, Georgia, and the miles were 
starting to catch up to Sierra Dam- 
eron. The field director for Oregon 
Congressman Peter DeFazio, Dam- 
eron had traveled all the way from 
Eugene with five other Oregon organizers to 
urge Georgia residents to vote in the critical 
Jan. 5 Senate run-off elections. 

The two Georgia races had the potential 
to put the Senate back in the hands of the 
Democratic Party, ensuring that incoming 
President Joe Biden’s legislative agenda had 
achance of passing Congress. 

By the end of their trip, the team had 
covered more than 60 miles on foot and 1,800 
miles by car across three separate counties. 
Still, they knew they couldn’t slow down until 
the polls closed on Jan. 5. 

The two potential Democratic senators, 
Jon Ossoff and Rev. Raphael Warnock, would 
have to fight a decades-long history of voter 
suppression to mobilize Georgians, specifi- 
cally Black and low-income voters, to defeat 
the two Republican incumbents. 

In the week before the election, Dam- 
eron spent hours working her way through 
astretch of low-income neighborhoods near 
Savannah, guided by an app Democratic field 
organizers use to track their progress. She 
could see who was registered to vote, which homes had 
already been canvassed and which might need a second 
visit to offer residents a ride to the polls. According to 
the app, the home she walked up to now housed four 
adult residents, only one of whom had cast their ballot. 

“Hi, ma’am,” Dameron said as the door opened. She 
made sure to adjust her face mask and stand a few feet 
apart from the entryway. After confirming that the woman 
had already voted, Dameron asked her to remind the other 
members of the household, listing their names. 

“Oh, honey,” said the older Black woman holding the 
door, shaking her head. “All of them have passed away in 
the last two months from COVID.” She asked Dameron 
to please update her records. 

Georgia has been hit particularly hard by the pandemic 
—the state shattered its single-day record of cases on Jan. 
8 with nearly 13,000 new infections. The death rate in the 
state is 109 per 100,000 people, compared to Oregon’s 41. 

Part of the issue stems from a lack of statewide direc- 
tion. Georgia Gov. Brian Kemp originally barred local 
municipalities from enacting mask mandates at the begin- 
ning of the pandemic. Although he eventually reversed 
the order in August 2020, allowing cities and counties to 
impose stricter COVID-19 safety measures if they choose, 
private businesses and restaurants can opt out. 

Atthe same time, lack ofa strong federal relief program 
means that many Georgians — much like residents of other 
states — have been forced to continue working. Racial 
and class inequalities also mean that certain groups, 
like Black people and those below the poverty line, are 
at much higher risk. 

Reporting from the Washington Post shows that one 
in three Black people in the United States know someone 
who’s died of COVID. In Georgia, where 32 percent of the 
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population is Black, the disparities are staggering. 

“It was very difficult to come from Oregon, where we 
have these restrictions to keep us safe,” Dameron says, 
“to see how these people’s lives are so affected.” 

Dameron says the pandemic seemed to be the number 
one issue concerning voters, along with wealth inequality 
and disenfranchisement. Minimum wage in Georgia is 
$5.15 an hour, and many voters said they struggled each 
month to pay rent. 

Oftentimes, when Dameron and her team knocked 
on doors, they discovered residents who were unable to 
vote in the first place because of past criminal histories. 

“I'd say a third of the people I spoke to were disen- 
franchised, a lot of times from drug cases,” she says. In 
Georgia, strict drug laws mean that possession of more 
than an ounce of marijuana is considered a felony. Fel- 
ons are barred from voting until the completion of their 
sentence, meaning some people Dameron spoke to, who 
were unable to pay their legal fees from past cases, hadn’t 
voted in 20 years. 

Carly Gabrielson, DeFazio’s campaign manager anda 
2013 University of Oregon graduate who joined the trip, 
says their main goal was not to get in the way of the work 
that local activists have been putting in for years. 

“It was remarkable to see the broad coalition build- 
ing, whether in religious circles or communal circles,” 
Gabrielson says. She thanks Stacey Abrams, Georgia’s 
former House minority leader, for the years of grass-roots 
activism to get voters to the polls. “People were so excited 
and determined, despite all of the barriers.” 

Dameron was brought to tears by the determination 
of one woman, who drove more than four hours one way 
from Savannah to Atlanta to pick up her daughter’s 
ballot and return it to her home county. Other voters 


were excited to even see activists touring 
their area— one woman, whose house sat at 
the end of a winding, rural road, said she’d 
never met a political organizer in her 20 
years of living there. 

“Georgia has proven that groups of 
people can come together and change,” 
Gabrielson says. “We’re seeing such an 
incredible expansion in the South and 
elsewhere with more people of color, and 
more young people who realize they have 
arole to play.” 

Final counts as of Jan. 16 show that the 
organizers’ hard work paid off: Democrat 
Ossoff defeated incumbent David Perdue 
by 55,232 votes, and Rev. Warnock defeated 
Kelly Loeffler by 93,550. The election of 
two long-shot Senate seats in Georgia, the 
first Democrats elected to the Senate from 
Georgia since 2000, means both houses of 
the United States Congress are now blue. 

Organizers in Georgia, however, did not 
have much time to celebrate their incredible 
victory on Jan. 5 — a day before the attack 
on the U.S. Capitol building. 

Gabrielson, Dameron and the rest of 
their team were still in Georgia, at sepa- 
rate Airbnbs and hotels, when news of the 
attack broke. 

“The Warnock race had just been called 
and we were feeling the jubilation of that 
moment, and then suddenly realized this awful event is 
unfolding in D.C.,” Gabrielson says. Members of DeFazio’s 
team quickly convened in one hotel room to watch the 
news together. 

“We were able to contact Peter. He understood that 
the president’s supporters were being goaded on, and this 
is incredibly dangerous,” Gabrielson says. DeFazio was 
evacuated from the Capitol building and soon confirmed 
to his staff that he was safe. In an interview with OPB, 
DeFazio describes anticipating the chaos and going to 
REI and purchasing bear spray to defend himself. 

For Gabrielson, who once worked as an intern at the 
U.S. House of Representatives, it felt surreal to see a place 
she holds in such high regard being overrun by domestic 
terrorists. 

“Like a lot of folks, we were devastated and then infu- 
riated,” she says. “They’re desecrating a sacred space.” 

Dameron described the air in the crowded hotel room 
as one of overwhelming sadness. “We were grateful that 
we could be there for each other,” she says. 

Since returning home from Georgia, members of De- 
Fazio’s team haven’t had much opportunity to reflect on 
their significant success. Political organizers are already 
looking to the 2022 midterms and opportunities to rep- 
licate their victories across the U.S. 

In the immediate future, Gabrielson and Dameron 
look forward to working with a blue Senate to achieve 
Biden’s “100 days agenda,” which includes tackling the 
coronavirus with the distribution of 100 million vaccines, 
as well as steps to overhaul climate policy. 

“We're entering a period of reckoning and rebuilding,” 
Dameron says. “I think the past four years have certainly 
done a number on the fabric of our democracy, but the 
individual threads are so strong.” = 
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¢ The prevailing of democracy, the 

shattering of a glass ceiling, the calls for 

unity from the same stage where the last 

president called for, and later incited, 

carnage — in so many ways the inauguration of President Joe Biden 

and Vice President Kamala Harris was a balm to the wounds of the 

nation. Biden is a leader who is remarkable in his capacity for emotion, 

and his tone and speech reflected that, as well as his focus on uniting 

a divided people during racial unrest and a global pandemic. The words 

of Amanda Gorman, the 22-year-old national youth poet laureate, who 

recited her poem “The Hill We Climb” — updated after the Jan. 6 attack 

on the Capitol — reminded us: “But while democracy can be periodically 
delayed / It can never be permanently defeated.” 


« From shutting down the Legislature for security reasons to hastening 
the distribution of the COVID vaccine for life and death reasons, Gov. 
Kate Brown is doing a fine job. The angrier the right-wing anti-maskers 
and extremists get about her, the more it’s clear she’s trying to make 
good choices for the well-being of all, not just a few. We applaud her 
and continue to wonder where she will go in 2022 when her term ends.

Along the trail to Trestle Creek Falls, above Brice Creek in southern Lane 
County, | found a solitary, ancient rock sword fern (Polystichum imbricans). 
It is a relictual plant, one that has survived from the time when this site was 
an open, rocky ridge. That's the sunny habitat this species prefers. Over the 
last centuries a towering forest has closed in and this species is no longer 
reproducing here. These relictual oldsters are not hard to find because 
our regional forests have an average 500-year cycle of fire replacement. 

Western sword fern (Polystichum munitum) is one of only two or three 
forest understory species that survive total stand replacing fires in the 
forests on the west side of the Cascade Range. It means sword ferns are 
often older than old growth trees above them. Some of the monster ferns 
are certainly hundreds of years old. 

Appreciating the time scale of old sword ferns can be contrasted with 
current bird populations in urban areas. In north Eugene our feeders have 
been swarmed by about five times the normal visits. Great variation from 
year to year is not unusual, but this rush began early, right after the Labor 
Day fires started. We see crowds of a dozen or more different birds every 
day. The Holiday Farm Fire has devastated one of our most treasured 
environments up river. It is not unreasonable to propose that the birds 
we have been enjoying for three months are a consequence of their fleeing 
the burning forests.

Assets Relief Package (TARP) legislation during the 

Great Recession, which resulted tax cuts too small to 
notice and minimal job creation. 

Summers was President Bill Clinton’s treasury secre- 
tary, and during Obama’s first year served as the director 
of the National Economic Council. 

DeFazio says TARP cost the party dearly in 2010. The 
party lost the House and wouldn’t be in the majority 
until 2018. The congressman says he remembers former 
Congressman John Mica (R-Florida) telling him after the 
2010 election that the Transportation and Infrastructure 
committee chair would have been DeFazio’s if the

Democrats had done real infrastructure investment 
and created real jobs during those two years. Eight years 
later, DeFazio became the chair when Democrats took 
the House. 

After four years of the Trump administration, two 
of which were dominated by a Republican Congress, 
President Joe Biden and the Democrats have retaken the 
White House and a slim majority on Capitol Hill. Biden’s 
first days are crucial for setting the tone for the next four 
years, because those early days could set the pace for his 
presidency, says Chris Stout, an Oregon State University 
associate professor of political science. 

And two of Oregon’s federal delegation will be there 
to help: DeFazio and Sen. Ron Wyden. 

With help from the slim Democratic control in Con- 
gress, Biden will work on COVID-19 relief legislation, 
economic recovery bills that include investing in the U.S.’s 
infrastructure, addressing voters’ rights and elections, 
as well as Trump’s likely trial in the Senate. 

The Democratic Party is in a different ideological place 
compared to 2008, Stout says, in part because of Sen. 
Bernie Sanders’ previous presidential campaigns and 
Biden’s diverse cabinet picks. With this arsenal, Biden has 





the opportunity to not to sign an easy legislative victory 
like a COVID-19 relief bill but also push for progressive 
policies. 

To avoid a Republican midterm takeover in two years, 
DeFazio says, Democrats have to strike right away, and 
move quickly and aggressively to restore the middle class 
and create new jobs, proving to the Americans who voted 
for Trump that Democrats can create a strong economy. 

Inthe upper house of Congress, Wyden has spent much 
of the past four years criticizing the Trump administra- 
tion and Republicans. His critiques include saying the 
Trump campaign colluded with the Russian government 
in July 2017; defending Portland Trail Blazers basketball 
player Enes Kanter’s criticism of the Turkish government 
in March 2019; and openly calling Trump “a clear and 
present danger” to the U.S. and its democracy on Jan. 
13 via Twitter. 

Wyden is now the chair of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee and agrees with DeFazio that Congress has to 
move strongly on the economy. And he says the Senate 
can address both the COVID-19 ravaged economy and 
convict former President Donald Trump of inciting the 
insurrection in the U.S. Capitol at the same time. 
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WINNING HEARTS AND MINDS 

By opposing TARP, DeFazio says he was a “pariah” of 
the party. But years later, he says Rep. Nancy Pelosi told 
him he was right to oppose it, and if the party had listened 
to DeFazio, they might not have lost the House. Before 
Summers got involved and added the “tax cuts too small 
to notice” to TARP, he says, the bill had money for real 
infrastructure jobs. This time around, Democrats have 
to invest in Americans, he says. 

“We need to act quickly and show the Americans 
that there are real results that will not be trickle-down 
economics or a pittance in everybody’s pockets,” he says, 
“but actual employment opportunities with real wages and 
benefits for millions of Americans who have lost theirjobs, 
whose jobs aren't coming back, living in depressed areas.” 

And infrastructure is a key part of that plan, he adds. 

Based on his campaign promises, Trump treated 
infrastructure like a siren song during his presidential 
campaigns and term. He frequently talked about how he 
wanted to invest in infrastructure, but as leader of the 
Republican Party, he never demonstrated any interest 
in pushing anything through a Republican-controlled 
Congress. In fact, national news outlets such as Los An- 
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geles Times reported that Trump stormed out of a May 
2019 meeting on infrastructure with Democratic Party 
members of Congress because of House investigations 
over whether he had blackmailed Ukraine leaders, which 
resulted in his first impeachment. 

On July 1, 2020, the House passed DeFazio’s infra- 
structure bill, called The Moving Forward Bill, but then 
Sen. Majority Leader Mitch McConnell never introduced 
it to the Senate. If passed, it would have invested $1.2 tril- 
lion into the U.S. economy, putting money in areas such 
as zero-emission buses, affordable housing, renewable 
energy — and more. 

Six months later, DeFazio has that bill ready for re-in- 
troduction to the House. He says officials with Biden’s team 
have seen the bill and so has Pete Buttigieg, Biden’s pick 
for secretary of transportation. “They are familiar with 
the bill I moved through the House last year, which was 
a massive investment that would have created millions 
of jobs while also taking very aggressive steps against 
climate change and fossil fuel pollution from transporta- 
tion, which is the largest emitting factor,” DeFazio says. 
“I’m certainly open to enhancing or adding provisions 
to my legislation, but they indicate they think it’s a very 
good starting point.” 

Based on Biden’s Jan. 14. speech, the first legislation 
that Biden wants Congress to pass is a COVID-19 relief 
bill. DeFazio says he’ll be involved with certain aspects 
of that legislation related to “transit, rail, aviation, ports, 
airports and other entities that are suffering revenue 
losses and massive layoffs.” After that, DeFazio says the 
next legislation would be a recovery package along the 
lines of The Moving Forward Act. 

The legislation doesn’t just create work for the con- 
struction industry but also engineering, design and 
manufacturing jobs, the congressman says. And the trans- 
portation committee has the strongest “buy America” 
provision in all of government. 

Many Trump voters in 2020 were persuaded to vote 
for him because of the economy, according to exit polls 
from The Washington Post. If Democrats can demonstrate 
they can create jobs, DeFazio says “a lot of those people 
fall off his bandwagon.” 

By scattering federal investments in economically 
depressed areas throughout the U.S., such as rural 
parts of Oregon, and if the Democrats move fast enough, 
the Moving Forward Act could change the Democratic 
Party’s image for some of those 74 million people who 
voted for Trump in 2020 out of anger for being left out 
of economic policies of Congress and past presidential 
administrations. “They’re not white supremacist fascists 
who invaded the Capitol, they’re just people who are 
desperate,” DeFazio says. 

But if the Democrats in Congress had the political 
capital to only pass one piece of legislation, DeFazio says 
it has to be H.R. 1, which would address voting rights in 
the U.S. He says it would help mitigate the Republican 
Party’s advantage in future elections. 

According to the bill’s language from its 2019 
introduction, it addresses voters’ rights, such as voter 
registration, voting access and limits removing voters 
from voter rolls; regulate campaign spending, including 
expanding a ban on foreign money in elections; and require 
presidential candidates and their running mates to submit 
up to 10 years of tax returns (which is clearly influenced 
by Trump’s refusal to share his). 


WYDEN IN THE SENATE SEAT 

DeFazio isn’t the only Oregon politician to have a 
committee chair in D.C. Sen. Ron Wyden will serve as chair 
of the Senate Finance Committee now that the Democratic 
Party has 50 seats and a vice president to break the tie. 
The finance committee has oversight on taxation and 
revenue issues. “It’s the most sought after committee in 
the Senate,” Wyden tells Eugene Weekly. 

Over the next two years, Democrats in the Senate 
will have to juggle Trump’s trial, new legislation and 
Republicans who will try to get in the way of policymaking. 
But Wyden says he is optimistic about the new leadership 
in the White House: “After the past four years, I’m eager 
for this fresh start and a new day.” Like DeFazio, Wyden 


says it’s important that the party has learned its lesson 
from 2009 — because you can’t hope to have a second 
chance at running Congress. “Congress in’09 didn’t pass 
another economic relief package after the recovery act, 
and Democrats lost control in 2010,” he says. “You’d better 
not take your foot off the gas in the middle of economic 
recovery.” 

Wyden says he’s proposing triggers that tie unem- 
ployment benefits to economic conditions on the ground. 
“We saw the need for that in December,” he says. “We 
had millions of families at risk of losing all their income 
the day after Christmas because Mitch McConnell was 
blocking an extension — that’s no way to run a country.” 

Wyden says he’s spent some time with Biden’s pick 
for secretary of the treasury, Janet Yellen, whom Obama 
nominated to serve as chair of the Federal Reserve over 
Summers after pressure from liberal Democrats in 2013. 
“I think we’re very much on the same wavelength of those 
issues,” he adds. 

As chair of the finance committee, he says he wants 
to ensure every American pays their taxes, including the 
very wealthy. He points to the disparity between working 
Americans like nurses on the COVID-19 front line and the 
billionaires who can defer their taxes “to the point where 
they pay hardly anything at all.” 

And he says he wants to throw all 44 fossil fuel tax 
breaks away. In their place, he wants to have tax breaks 
for clean energy, clean transportation fuel and energy 
efficiency. “We'll get more green for less green,” he adds.

Wyden says working in a Senate that’s split 50-50 
means he’l] have to work across the aisle like he did when 
pushing for the additional $600 in unemployment per 
week in the CARES Act. “I was able to get the Trump ad- 
ministration — not the Republican senators — to goalong, 
and we built a coalition so we couldn’t be stopped on the 
Senate floor,” he says. “The unemployment expansion 
that brought more than $2 billion to Oregon and helped 
thousands of Oregonians make rent and pay groceries 
actually lowered the poverty rate in America. | stayed 
with it until we had enough support to get it passed.” 

And Wyden will push for another round of $600 
unemployment checks in an upcoming COVID relief bill. 

In addition to economic relief legislation, Democrats 
also have to deal with Trump’s trial whenever the House 
decides to deliver the impeachment papers to the upper 
chamber of Congress. Wyden says although McConnell 
has signaled he approved of Trump’s recent impeach- 
ment, he’s also given mixed signals on it. But Wyden says 
the Senate can do both economic recovery and deal with 
Trump’s trial at the same time. “I played basketball in 
college. I can dribble with both hands and you can focus 
on the economic reform agenda and ensuring there’s 
accountability,” he says. 
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BIDEN’S FIRST 100 DAYS 

Of course, the biggest change to Washington D.C. is 
the change in leadership in the White House. With Biden 
sworn in on Jan. 20, the 46th president inherits some of 
the biggest challenges any incoming president has ever 
dealt with. His performance over these first 100 days won’t 
just set the pace for his presidency, but also his popularity. 

OSU political science associate professor Stout says 
this period is considered crucial for any president, since 
most Americans generally want to see the country succeed 
and the president hasn’t done anything wrong, yet. What 
Biden does over this period could curtail his agenda. He 
points to former President Bill Clinton, who slowed down 
his agenda by pursuing Don’t Ask Don’t Tell. He adds that 
Trump immediately upset many Americans by getting 
in a fight with the National Park Service over how many 
people attended his inauguration. 

Although Biden is another president who’s an old white 
guy, the support he’s enlisted is historic. In addition to 
having the first-ever vice president of Black and South 
Asian descent, he also has the most diverse picks for a 
cabinet in U.S. history. If confirmed by the Senate, one- 
half of the cabinet would be women and a majority would 
be people of color. 

A diverse cabinet could have a drastic impact on 
governance, Stout says. Diverse cabinet members have 
a lived experience that past members don’t have. “The 
more diverse cabinet will probably be more focused on 
inequality than in the past,” he says. “Just policy-wise, 
there’s going to be drastic differences in the views of what 
the government should be doing between Biden’s picks 
and Trump’s cabinet officials.” 

Stout says for Biden to start the first 100 days off right, 
he needs to champion legislation that everyone can agree 
on. Obama did it with the Lilly Ledbetter Fair Pay Act of 
2009, and Biden’s support for a COVID-19 economic relief 
package could be his popular action. Stout adds that with 
some Republican lawmakers supporting an increase of 
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the individual stimulus checks to $2,000 from $1,4.00. 
If the relief legislation passed Congress, it would be a 
major win for Biden. 

Politically for Biden, getting Congress on board for 
the COVID-19 relief bill is relatively easier than the other 
policies he’s advocating for. Stout says lowering the age 
for Medicare, addressing the public option on health care 
and building green infrastructure will take more political 
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as strong a stance on the budget deficit this time because 
so many of them were in support of the Tax Cuts and Jobs 
Act of 2017. According toa February 2019 report from the 
nonpartisan Congressional Budget Office, the Trump-era 
tax cut will add $1.9 trillion to the deficit over 10 years. 
As for the atmosphere of the country and the Demo- 
crats’ views on TARP-like legislation that DeFazio so 
vehemently opposed at the risk of becoming the “pariah”

capital. But that bigger legislation might not happen in 
the first 100 days. 

Stout says it’s a big deal that in Biden’s COVID-19 
relief proposal a $15 minimum wage is included. “I don’t 
think that’s something Obama would have pushed for,” he 
adds. The growing presence of Black Lives Matter-related 
protests is also an opportunity for Biden to make some 
headway on racial equality issues, too, he adds. 

Obama did have to deal with the “Taxed Enough Already” 
Party (Tea Party), but Stout says Republicans can’t take 


of the party, according to the congressman, the party 
has changed, Stout says. Thanks to Sanders’ presidential 
campaigns and the progressive movement he helped 
spark, the Democratic Party is more left than it was 
when Obama had Summers working on TARP, he adds. 

After progressive Democrats pressured Biden to not 
have Summers in his administration, maybe the party has 
learned its lesson on howto stay in power, but after Biden’s 
first two years, voters will say how the 46th president 
fared in the 2022 midterms. = 
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If Not Now, When? No, seriously, when? The Maude 
Kerns Art Center is hosting an art show where the 
theme begs the question to be answered.

MULTI-FACETED SALEM ARTIST WITH CONNECTIONS TO EUGENE 
SENDS CONCERTS TO YOUR MAILBOX

he daily mail delivery has become a 
comfort — thanks to the depths of 
the pandemic and working from home, 
and despite the U.S. Postal Service 
becoming highly politicized in the 2020 
presidential election. 

Austin Rich, a Salem-based visual 
artist, writer, internet-radio host and musician with 
deep ties to the Eugene area, has turned the humble act 
of sending and receiving mail into political protest and 
acommentary on isolation. 

Ashe put it to me the other day, simply sign up for Rich’s 
mailing list and he’ll deliver “concerts to your mailbox,” 
in the form of amonthly postcard with original art anda 
QR code that unlocks digital music. 

“We're living in this climate where suddenly the mail is 
this very politicized thing,” Rich tells me over the phone. 
“Ican use this thing that I already use to have concerts in 
your mailbox, free of charge.” 

Inbroad strokes, Rich’s music falls into two categories: 
experimental sound collage and traditional rock ‘n’ roll- 
based songwriting mixed with the Dadaist-tendencies of 
The Residents and Negativland. 

Rich went to high school in Cottage Grove and after 
graduation lived in Eugene for a time in the mid-’90s. 


He’s still involved in several music 
projects in the Eugene area, namely 
DEATH MUTATIONS, which is a found 
sound collage and sampling project with 
Eugene-based artist I Died, from local 
Ghost House Du nights. Some music fans 
mayalsoremember Rich from the Eugene 
punk band Cathead, active in the ’90s. 

Last spring, Rich was slated to support 
Negativland in Eugene at Old Nick’s, but 
the concert was canceled on account 
of COVID. In the past, he’s toured with 
Mark Hosler from the group, and next month, Rich will 
release a rock-based album under a project he calls 
ShotReverseShot. 

His experimental, sound collage work isn’t explicitly 
topical, but recent work features chopped-up Mike Pence 
speeches; another reconfigures an old recording of Bing 
Crosby reading The Emperor’s New Clothes to say “the 
swindler’s new clothes.” 

“T’ve always been attracted to things that are very 
political,” he says. Other interests include experimental 
performance art. “Often when you get involved in protests 
or activism, the music ends up being performative and 
abstract,” Rich explains. Instead, his work is more in

he Foreseeable Future, the second book 
in the SEEDER series from Eugene- 
based sci-fi author Howard Libes, isa 
gripping and well-paced expansion of 
the universe and characters created 
in When All Else Fails, the first book in 
his intergenerational saga. 

With highly relevant themes of government corruption 
and environmental collapse, the story picks up where the 
first book leaves off: The planet Koda has been decimated 
by an environmental catastrophe, and the majority of the 
population lives in dome cities. 

There was another option for the people of Koda to 
escape their dying planet besides the faulty dome project, 
but it was all covered up by an autocratic global regime. 

As the story begins, Yorlik “Yor” Vanderlord, the heir 
apparent of the world famous Vanderlord family, has 
escaped Koda alongside the mysterious tech entrepreneur 
Mado Prevor in a newly restored spaceship called When 
All Else Fails. It’s all part of an elaborate plan to save the 
planet, and the bold move sends Kodainto chaos, inciting 
a populist uprising.

Nevertheless, the media spins fake news, reporting 
Yor has died as riots break out in the streets. Meanwhile, 
Yor’s mother, Mar, is pushed into a position of power she 
never could have anticipated. 

Libes sat down with Eugene Weekly to talk about his 
decision to center Mar in the storyline, current events, 
and what it might take to solve our environmental crisis 
before it’s too late. 


Ew: | read the book in the midst of social unrest in 
American streets, wildfires worsened by human- 
caused global warming, a pandemic and an American 
autocratic government. Were current events on your 
mind while writing The Foreseeable Future? 

HOWARD LIBES: Not really. I definitely have a clear idea 
where the story is headed, but I’m never sure exactly 
what'll happen until I sit down and write. 

I started writing this series in 2015, so back then there 
weren’t headlines even close to today. Obviously, I had no 
idea how things would pan out, but since then climate 
change has accelerated, and this country has devolved 
into crisis. 





tune with the moment rather than strictly how the song 
goes, Rich says. 

Rich says Dylan Houser and Scott Bazer, friends as 
well as fellow musicians and artists from outside Oregon, 
inspired his postcard project. 

“All my friends stuck at home waiting for the mail to 
come: can’t play shows, can’t go out,” he says. The postcards 
could be a way to get music to people without playing a 
show or leaving the house, he thought. 

“I was blown away because it was so 
simple,” Rich continues. So simple, in fact, 
“We can’t be the only ones who landed onit.” 
But to the best of his knowledge, Rich might 
be among the few artists trying it, he says. 

Sending physical media in the mail that 
plays music has been tried before, in the 
form of flexi-postcards with actual record 
grooves cut into them. Those postcards, 
however, proved expensive to make and not 
very durable. In the 1970s, the government 
of Bhutan also issued miniature postage 
stamp-sized 33 1/3 records that could be 
played on a turntable and used as postage. The Bhutan 
stamp records are now highly sought after by collectors. 

Marc Time, a Eugene radio Du, record collector and 
host of The Sunday Morning Hangover on KWVA, the 
University of Oregon’s campus radio station, is on Rich’s 
mailing list. 

“Austin has been a fixture in the noise and experimental 
scene here for years,” Time says. The postcard project 
“is the perfect combination of old technology and new 
technology,” he continues. = 





Austin Rich’s postcards are free, though he does accept donations.

In Foreseeable Future there are moments that clearly 
reflect the events of 2020, but the book was fully formed 
last year. Maybe I’m projecting how I see things going in 
a worst-case scenario, and here we are. 


Can you talk a bit about the decision to center Yor’s 
mother, Mar, in the story? 

The story in Foreseeable Future tells Mar's journey 
as a reluctant hero. Foreseeable Future shows the 
transformation of an individual who is resistant to involve 
herself in tackling societal issues into a person who is 
energized to make a difference. That story intrigued me. 


With tech billionaires like Elon Musk building rocket 
ships to escape the planet while Earth’s governments 
bicker and flounder, there are additional parallels in 
the book to Mado Prevor and the spacecraft, When 
All Else Fails. Do our hopes lie with private billionaires, 
or will the people of Earth be able to solve our climate 
emergency through representative government? 

Foreseeable Future spotlights the darker side of Kodan 
society and what motivates the people who are working 
to suppress the population, whether it's greed, power, 
loyalty to an idea or all of the above. I think it’s important 
to understand these people in the saga — and in real life. 

I’m cautiously optimistic that nations around the world 
and our country will pull ourselves together and deal with 
the climate change reality that we face. 

Unfortunately, I thinkin many parts of the environment 
the damage is done and there is no turning back. Long 
story short, I think we need to fight for our planet. =

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! could really use your advice. | recently found my boyfriend’s HIV meds while | was house 
sitting for him and went into his cupboard for a multivitamin. We’ve been dating for a 
year, and I had assumed he was negative. I’m negative myself and on PrEP, and he is un- 
detectable, so | know there is essentially zero risk of me getting infected, but we agreed 
to some degree of “openness” at the start of the relationship — having threesomes 
together — and I recently found a guy we’d like to invite over. I’m trying to get over the 
feeling of betrayal from the fact that my boyfriend hid his status from me for so long 
but I’m fine with continuing the relationship knowing his status now. The thing is, he told 
me that only five people on Earth know and his mother, whom he talks to almost every 
day, isn’t one of them. He says being poz has really fucked with his self-esteem and that 
he has had suicidal thoughts because of his status. Is it unreasonable for me to expect 
him to disclose his status to guys who join us in bed? What about asking him to share 
with a therapist or “come out” as poz to his mother? I really love him and just want him 
to be happy and healthy. — Wannabe Ethical And Supportive Slut 

If you’re worrying about HIV at the moment, WEASS, you’re worrying about the wrong 
virus. Unless you're lucky enough to live in New Zealand, you and the boyfriend shouldn’t be 
inviting men over for threesomes right now. 

Assuming you do live in New Zealand... | don’t think your boyfriend is morally obligated to 
disclose that he’s HIV-positive to a casual sex partner, WEASS, but in some states he is legally 
obligated to disclose that fact. While rarely enforced, these HIV disclosure laws almost always 
have the opposite of their intended effect. Instead of creating a culture of testing and disclosure, 
these laws disincentivize getting tested — because someone who doesn’t know they’re HIV-posi- 
tive can’t get in trouble for failing to disclose. 

These laws were passed decades ago, back when contracting HIV was perceived — mostly 
accurately — as a death sentence. But they don’t reflect what it means to have HIV today or 
to sleep with someone who has HIV today. Having even unprotected sex now with someone 
who is HIV-positive and has an undetectable viral load is less risky than having protected sex 
with someone who hasn’t been tested. Condom or no condom, the HIV-positive guy with an 
undetectable viral load — undetectable thanks to meds like the ones your boyfriend is taking — 
can’t infect someone with HIV. Undetectable equals non transmissible. But a guy who assumes 
he’s HIV-negative because he was the last time he got tested or because he’s never been test- 
ed? That guy could be HIV-positive and could infect someone with HIV — even if he does use a 
condom, which could leak or break. (There are lots of other STIs out there we should be using 
condoms to protect ourselves from, including a nasty strain of antibiotic-resistant gonorrhea, 
but we're just talking HIV here.) 

In answer to your question, WEASS, | think it would be unreasonable for you to force your 
boyfriend to disclose his HIV status to the person you want to invite over for a threesome — 
but, again, HIV disclosure laws might require your boyfriend to disclose. 

Now if the presumably sexually-active, sexually-adventurous gay man you're thinking about 
having over to your place in Christchurch isn’t an idiot, WEASS, he'll know your boyfriend — the 
guy with the undetectable viral load — presents no threat to him, at least where HIV is con- 
cerned. And while you absolutely shouldn't out your boyfriend, WEASS, you could raise the gen- 
eral subject of sexual safety and see how this guy reacts. If he seems reasonable — particularly 
if he mentions being on PrEP, too — he’s probably not gonna freak out about your boyfriend 
being HIV-positive for the exact same reason you didn’t: there’s zero chance your boyfriend 
could infect with HIV. (We’re both assuming this guy isn’t HIV-positive himself, WEASS, 
which he might be.) If he seems reasonable you should encourage your boyfriend to disclose to 
him. Being told it’s no big deal from someone your boyfriend wants to fuck before he fucks him 
could help your boyfriend feel less insecure about his HIV status. 

Finally, you can’t order your boyfriend to come out to his mom about being HIV-positive, 
WEASS, but you might inspire him to. He obviously worries that people will judge him or shame 
for being HIV-positive; that’s one of the reasons he hid it from you — and, yes, he should have 
disclosed his HIV status to you sooner. He obviously underestimated you: you didn’t reject him 
when you stumbled over his meds after tearing apart the cupboards in his absence while you 
were searching for — what was it again? Oh, right: a multivitamin. (Sure.) Anyway, WEASS, tell 
your boyfriend he’s most likely underestimating his mother in the same way he underestimated 
you — then let him make his own decisions about who to tell and when. 





I’m a submissive straight guy who finally — FINALLY — met a woman who is open to my 
main kinks: bondage and cuckolding. I’m into handcuffs and leg irons, so the bondage 
part was easy (she didn’t have to learn to do shibari), but the cuckolding part is a lot 
trickier to realize during a pandemic.

My 
cuckold fantasies revolve around my girlfriend fucking a guy who’s hotter than me and 
better hung than | am. | worked with a therapist for a long time — not to “cure” me of 
my kinks, but to better understand them. And what | came to is this: it’s both deeply 
threatening (in an erotic way) for my girlfriend to fuck someone who’s “better” than me 
and deeply reassuring (in an emotional way) when she chooses to be with me when she 
could be with a “better” man. — Better Example Than This Erotic Rival 

Something about this guy works for your girlfriend — there’s a reason she keeps bringing 
him up — and if you want to have a future with this woman and you want cuckolding to be a 
part of that future, BETTER, then going with someone she’s comfortable with the first time/ 
few times she cucks you is a really good idea. And while he may not be better looking than you 
or have a bigger dick, BETTER, he’s gotta be “better” than you are in some other objective 
sense — better educated, makes better money, better at eating pussy, etc. Surely there’s 
something about him your girlfriend can throw in your face that tweaks your insecurities 
(when she heads off to fuck him) and meets your need for reassurance (when she comes back 
to you). And how do you know your dick is bigger than his? Because your girlfriend told you it 
was. You might want to ask her if she lied about his dick being smaller than yours, BETTER, 
because that’s definitely the kind of lie women tell new boyfriends about their exes and old 
FWBs. Given a chance to walk that back, BETTER, your girlfriend very well might — and it 
might even be true. 


While we are discussing the social ramifications, etymologies, synonyms, etc., of ejac- 
ulate (noun and verb) and orgasm, can I throw in a request to alter the course of pop- 
ularity for another word as well? It’s this: “girl.” | cannot stand to see that word used 
to describe a woman. “I’m seeing this girl...” Oh, you’re seeing a “girl”? Is she 12? Ifan 
individual is seeing a “girl” and that individual is 30, that is pedophilia. Now, if an indi- 
vidual is seeing a woman, and she happens to be approximately the same age (or older 
or younger within legal parameters) and there is mutual consent, that’s fine. But ifan 
individual is seeing a “girl,” that isn’t right.
